The use of paper napkins, oil- 
cloth or heavv doilies, in plnrc of 
the nsoal table linan, is another 
maaaa' of savlail fawiiag nnee these 
simple necessities do BOt rsqairt the 
cnre and attention ttst th* more 
elaborate table linens do. 

Where there are many flat pieces 
to bs inmed flia parekMo of a numgle 
is the simplest and SMMt effiriSBt 
method of making the summer laun- 
dry work easier.

The gasoline iron has been found 
espaeiallv satisfactory and is highly 
reeoankSMled by those who havo 
used it. The gasoline is generated 
into ?ns which is burned to heat the 
iron.

There are three forms of lime, 
which eaa ha aaed to advantage on 
tho soils of tho State of Kentucky, \ 
a'bcording to members of the soils 
and chops department of the Col- 
lege of Agriculture.

Ashes somatimes may Ka oblaiaad 
for the hauling and stnoe they aro- 
oi'c- third to one-half lime and co/i^ 
*a'u a small amount of phosphoi^ 
'«ua and eonsiderablo potash they are 
wortt hanling as a anbatitute for 
Kmsstoas. BioBgh irood aahos may 
be used to sweston (ha aail withoal 
danger. 

In general the kind of lime to nse' 
is that whic his aaaisst to ohtaia aqd 
most sflonondoat. OrdtnaaOy this 

will bo the finely-gronniT limestone. 
The pure limestone can l)e used any- 
where, in any amount, and at any 
time, without dantrer to ordinary 
fbrm cn^s. ^

WhUe this Is a Tory Mali aaaaai 
when eerapared with (ha amilaas Of 
ezpenttiture made by the governments 
of England, France, Italy and Spain 
In this work. It is being effort ivf1y 
used to enlarge the number of tlinr 
ouRhbred horses suitable for cavalry 
mounts. 

In explaining the plans of the 
United States government for the 
ibreeMng of mars and better horses. 
Col. C. ■ ~ 
Corps, UaUsd 
says: 

"The world war brought out the fact 
that the National Defense demandn. 
not only thousands upon thousands 
of horses and mules, but horses and 
mules of good breeching. Quality and 
breeding in the horse and mule Is 
what gives them the staying power 
In danger and emergency, aa well as 
for the less speetaeular, bat not lessim* 
portent, service la esaneetlon with our 
agricultural and commercial pursuits. 
What is true In the man is true in the 
beast. Courage in the soldier we call 
morale. In either case the quality is 
that of the will to stay when threat- 
ened by the common Instinct to falter 
Which means failure and defeat. 

•TTie United States Is the great 
horse and mule market of the world. 
Our allies depended apea as for, the 
major supply of their war horses and 
mules. Thousands upon thousands 
were sold to the British, French, 
Italian, Belgian, Greek and ether 
governments. The supply that could 
be sold was limited only by the ships 
available for their tran9l)ortation 
abroad, and by the fact that rations 
were naturally of the first import 

*irhe first cry from abroad was for 
men, then tor foodatnOs to fssd thsir 
mtllloas of soldiers and our own men; 
next came the demand for ammunitions 
— the stuff that made the hellish fire 
that raked the enemy; his theatre of 
operations and his lines of communi- 
cation. On the heels of the call for 
theses necessities we had the one for 
the war horse and the war mule, in 
Quantities never before approached. 

"Automotive vehicles were used in 
great numbers. Yes, that is true, and 
It will be true In the future. But war 
and the horse and the mule continue to 
be Inseparable. The great military 
migrations of the past — those, indeed, 
of clviliz.Ttion, Itself — are so linked 
with the horse that his production and 
Improvement may be said to have been 
co-incident with them. Motive power 
has not killed the horse and* mule in- 
dustry. Every member of the species 
has a valuable sad Important place to 
fill, motive power to the eontrary not- 
withstanding. The latter and the 
horses will go along together, eaeh 
filling an important and useful sphere. 

"The breeding of horses and mules, 
far from being abated, should be prac- 
ticed in the spirit of the utmost op- 
timism and confidence. True, the horse 
and nuilc market is upset. The de- 
mand, however, for every class wlU 
come again before the colts now bred 
mature. AU our best informed horse- 
fMB, breeders sad farmers ressgalas 
uls fbet and advlss donbllag aar st> 
tenikn to the work of breeding. 

"Meanwhile better horses and mules 
should be the aim of every breeder. 
We lucd btttiT blood, more quality; 
hence, a more valuable animal. A well 
'bred, sound animal, of pood conforma- 
tion and quality of any class, will al- 
ways bring a high price and a hand- 
aome prcflt to the breeder. It Is the 
scrub or ardlaary animal that loses 
the breeder sad fsrmer money. The 
scrub eats as much forage and takes 
as much care as the high class ani- 
mal; and one has nothing at ma- 
turlty. The progeny of hi';h class, 
pure bred stallions, that have proved 
their courage, tndnrauce and speed in 
competition, aud si lccted farm marsib 
will bung tlif bixUcr an lucrtailas 
profit as the time goes on. 

"The Government is backing the 
production 9f these better horses and 

pufe It^ iSr^Jtf^'AiaMSIIt 
through tha Bsmsaat lirrlsi, aader 
the Quartermaster CNasral aff tha U. 

S. Army. 

"The last Congress appropriated a 
auarter of a million dollars to further 
these plaus. The project also is being 
backed by an auxil'.a-y society of the 
Keinount Service, known as the Ameri- 
can Remount Association, composed of 
amy eUssts, sivlllaiiB» brsttsok 
tsrmerik laaehaMB, horsemen, earasfa 
of HMa h s r si » drivsrs and riders.

We 
want to produce a truly American typa 
of cavalry horse — horse with breed* 
ing and quality, as well as beaa aaA 
substance— a weight carrier sad th* 
hest fMsrsl paspsss horse known—* 
horse that Will ireigh from l.OOO tm 
1,250 pounds, standing from fifteea 
hands, one inch to sixteen bands, tight 
made, with good gaits and action— 
a walk, trot, gallop horse that caa 
carry -weight and follow the hounda 
across country — that the family can 
drive to church and also one that caa 
hold his own in hard work oa the fariB 
— a horse that can be need to advaa* 
tags and economically aav and every* 
where, except In very heavy draft. 
This type of horse- has splendid looks, 
quality, action and vigor—* wonderful 
all-purpoee horse for the farmer, and 
one that can be kept at a minimum 
cost. Almost every commercial and 
military use will be met by the prof* 
eny of this breeding scheme, depend 
dent primarily upon the sisSb QaaUty 
and blood lines of the mares assd ha 
breeding.

our National Defense. The colts will 
belong to the breeder. The Govern- 
ment will have no strings on them. 
The owner will be privileged to sell 
them to whomsoever he pleases at any 
time. However, the Oovemmeat es* 
pects to depend upon this source tor 
Its supply sd salaals in times both of 
peaee and war. 

I 
may add. has established a half-bred 
registry at Avon, New York, with Mrs. 
Herbert Wadsworth in charge. This 
makes it possible for the furnurs and 
owners ot these colts, which will be 
half-'breds, to register same at a nom- 
inal fee of J2.0U, which registration Is 
Strongly reconimeuded, because, whea 
the farnMr or breeder desires to dls* 

rie of thess colts, a bstter priee will 
paid by s(TUIaa« ter tha registered 
aolOf than far thaaa that aia aot regta* 
tered*. In addition to this, registration 
Is necessary if any type or breed of 
horse Is to be established and recog- 
nized.
